and with bells ringing aud whistles blirieking 
4heAllianceuaUedthe BearaudThetis. Soon 
after sunrise the Bear, Thetis aud AUianca 
8tean*lt0*tp4utoff: the fete of Shoals,, 
where the first stage of tho homeward voy- 
age of the Greeiy relief expedition was fin- 
ished. Gracefully they caiue Into harbor, 
with yards squared and stacks pouring 
forth clou*) of suiofee, fully twenty-four 
tours befocd thfi ti££t-had ^beae expected. 


Wtan it became known that theAosHc 


squadron had arrived outside tho harbor 
tUe excitement on board the men-of-war 
at anchor wag intense. Shortly after eight 
the welcome news of the safe arrival of the 
Greeiy fleet, spread through -tile city, add 
»heoUi»Be»r and Thetis hadaritoed off 
Newcastle Secretary .Chandler dispatched

Chairman Bering called the meet 


ing to order. 


The committee on constitution and 


b>-!aws presented their report which 
was unanimously adopted. The con- 
stitution provides that the name of 
the club e' all be the Young Men's 
Cleveland and Hendricks club, and 
its object '^hall be to maintain pnd 
advance the principles end true in- 
terests cf the democratic party and by 
progressive and intelligent means to 
awaken an interest in governumntnl 
methods and purposes which tend to 
restrain abuse ot tho party orgffniza 
tion;to promote partymorality; to ef 
feet a reform of abuses in nation.il 
state and municipal affairs and gov- 
ernment and to strengthen mutnul 
effort and engender and maintain a 
close fellowship among democrats. 
It provided that any person between 
the age of eighteen and thirty-five 
years shall be eligible to membership. 
The executive committee shall con- 
sist of the officers and seven members 
of the club. The duty of the eiecti 
live committee will be to secure a 
room for headquarters, to provide 
furniture, stationary, aud political 
literature. 


The committee oa permanant or 


ganization reported on the follow- 
ing, as officers of the club- Presi- 
dent, Wilson Bering; vice presidents, 
Peter Hickey, Hesten Baldwin, John 
Keck, Dick Peak and Tom Muleady, 
secretary; C. C. Carter, treasurer, 
John A. Clugston. The report was 
adopted, and President Bering upon 
taking the chair made a few remarks 
of thanks, and the interest he would 
take in furthering the object of the 
club as provided in the constitution. 


Judge W. E. Nelson, upon invita- 


tion toot the rostrum, and for half an 
hour held tho closest attention of all 
present, by his interesting talk

c mgratulated the young men just 
entering the political arena for the 
vim and earnestness with which they 
were assisting the cause of democracy.

He 
kold how Blain "pigeon holed" an in- 
vitation from the managers of the 
Land leaguers' meeting held at Buf- 
falo while he was secretory of state, 
never darning to reply to it. and how 
Governor Cleveland presided over 
that same meeting, and of the burn- 
ing words of eloquence he uttered m 
defense of the Irish. Judge Nelson 
touched on the tariff question, but en 


did not with to detain his audi- 


tors' he did cot speak at length upon 
it, but emphatically stated ho was for 
tariff for revenue only.
